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PREFACE 


I  am  pleased  to  be  able  to  offer  this  second  selection  of  fine  and  rare  books 
on  numismatics  and  related  subjects  from  our  stock  at  Audley  House. 

Among  the  printed  books  of  particular  note  I  would  point  out  the  fine  copy 
of  the  1604  edition  of  Adam  Berg's  New  Munzbuech  (no.  16);  Denton  and 
Prattent's  Virtuoso's  Companion  in  the  original  printed  wrappers  (no.  45);  a 
set  of  Eckhel's  great  Doctrina  (no.  53);  a  fine  copy  of  Fulvio's  Illustrium 
Imagines  of  1517,  the  first  illustrated  numismatic  book  (no.  86);  a  copy  of 
Hammond's  exceptionally  rare  Virtuoso's  Guide  of  1795,  probably  the  third 
recorded  copy  (no.  100);  the  first  edition  of  Huttichius's  Imperatorum 
Romanorum  libellus,  1525  (no.  1 10);  General  Ulysses  S.  Grant's  own  copy 
of  Loubat  (no.  126);  a  copy  of  Patarol's  Series  Augustorum  (1702) 
extensively  annotated  by  Martin  Folkes  (no.  154);  Rasche's  great  Lexicon 
uncut  in  the  original  boards  (no.  162);  Torremuzza  on  the  coins  of  Sicily 
complete  with  the  supplements  (no.  204);  and  Visconti’s  Iconographie  (no. 
220). 

Of  the  several  manuscripts  and  autograph  letters  of  special  interest  are  Lord 
Harrington's  patent  for  farthing  tokens  of  1613  (no.  57);  two  original  Royal 
Mint  daybooks  or  journals  of  Charles  II’s  reign  (nos.  61  and  62);  William 
Chetwynd's  mint  indenture  as  master  (no.  65);  an  interesting  document 
signed  by  Marie  de  Medicis  in  1613  in  a  counterfeiting  case  (no.  84);  a  sub¬ 
stantial  and  unpublished  numismatic  lexicon  of  Josph  von  Mader  (no.  131) 
and  a  rare  Tortola  proclamation  of  1 843  (no.  2 1 9). 

The  bindings  of  note  include  one  by  Bozerian  (no.  41);  Duby's  Receuil 
(1786)  bound  by  Derome  (no.  47);  and  Goltzius's  leones  of  1645  in  con¬ 
temporary  red  morocco  (no.  91). 

Finally,  I  would  like  to  draw  attention  to  the  English  and  French  proclama¬ 
tions  and  ordinances  included  in  this  catalogue.  Nearly  all  English 
proclamations  are  very  rare,  the  ones  listed  here  being  no  exception.  The 
remarkable  collection  (no.  81)  of  sixteenth  century  French  ordonnances, 
edicts  and  tariffs  of  the  period  1540-1570  represents  a  rare  opportunity  for 
a  private  or  public  library  to  acquire  such  a  comprehensive  run  of  these 
monetary  documents.

Oblong  16mo  (90  x  68  mm),  31  (of  32) 
leaves,  wanting  the  title  Al,  otherwise  complete  although  small  piece  removed  from 
upper  forecorner  of  seven  leaves,  some  other  fore-edges  a  little  defective  affecting 
some  letters  or  words,  a  little  soiled  throughout,  18th  century  calf  gilt. 

Of  the  utmost  rarity,  STC  recording  only  the  one  copy  in  the  Bosanquet  library. 
The  present  copy  lacks  the  title  and  the  19  blank  leaves  found  in  the  Bosanquet  copy. 
All  16  th  century  English  almanacs  are  of  the  greatest  rarity,  however,  and  are  seldom 
found  complete.  The  contents  are  as  follows:  A2,  recto:  “A  rule  to  knowe  the  chaunge 
.  .  .  and  quarters  of  the  Aloone  for  ever;”  verso:  “ An  other  rule  for  the  chaunge  of  the 
Moone  by  the  Pryme  number”.  The  Kalendar  begins  on  A3  and  ends  on  A 8  verso.  B1 , 
recto,  to  B2,  recto,  contains  various  prayers.  B2,  verso,  to  B3,  verso,  is  “. A  breefe  and 
necessarie  Table  for  such  as  ..  .  any  kinde  of  merchandaies  or  commodities  by  the 
hundredth  to  retail  by  the  pounde,  which  unto  some  (not  very  expert  in  reconing)  may 
be  a  good  helpe”.  Then  follows  (B3,  verso,  to  B4,  verso)  “A  discretion  of  waights  and 
measures”.  B5,  recto,  has  ‘‘A  brief e  rule  showing  the  ...  payment  of  wages  or 
expenses  by  day” followed  by  a  list  of  “Tearmes”.  B5,  verso,  to  B8,  recto,  has  a  list  of 
‘‘The  highwaves  from  any  notable  towne  in  England  to  the  Citie  of  London”.  On  the 
verso  of  B8  is  ‘‘A  table  of  the  difference  of  thefynes  of  Golde”.  There  follow  six  pages 
of  woodcuts  of  the  coins  (72  in  all),  each  identified  and  with  its  weight  given.  C4, 
recto,  to  the  end  (D8,  verso)  is  ‘‘A  description  of  Englande  and  Wales,  with  the  com¬ 
modities  thereof  ...”  followed  by  an  epitome  of  English  history  (down  to  1587).

This  work  “ is  a  valuable  book  of  reference  on  the  history  of  ancient  measures.  It 
consists  of  five  books  as  follows:  ‘Liber  primus,  de  mensuris  Romanis';  ‘Liber 
secundus  de  Mensuris  Graecis';  ‘Liber  tertius,  de  Pondere  rerum  quas  metimur’; 
‘Liber  quartus,  de  Ponderibus  Romanis';  ‘Liber  quintus,  de  Ponderibus  Graecis'.  The 
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book  is  also  valuable  to  the  student  of  Roman  and  Greek  numerals,  and  of  the  various 
symbols  of  measures.  Such  works  explain  the  origin  of  certain  systems  of  measures 
employed  before  the  metric  system  was  developed (Smith,  Rara  Arithmetica,  pp.

From  the  author's  Preface  it  is  clear  that  his  notes  were 
the  results  of  over  ten  year’s  labour  and  research.  In  fact  much  of  his  biographical 
information  on  non-German  medallists  was  extremely  sketchy.  Thus  his  notes  on 
Thomas  Simon  amounted  to,  “Presumably  an  English  medallist,  who  was  still  living 
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in  1663.  I  id.  Madai  Thaler  Cabinet  no.  5249.  He  signed  himself,  as  I  suppose, 
Simon".

A  handsome  copy  and  rare.  Perhaps  visually  the  most  attractive  of  all  the  16th  and 
17th  century  “coin  books”.  The  Dialogus  and  Tractat  have  special  title  pages,  the 
Dialogu's  being  a  conversation  between  Paupertas  and  Pecunia.  The  Tractat  is  an 
essay  on  numismatic  references  in  the  Bible.  The  principal  part,  however,  is  a  superb 
example  of  its  kind.  It  is  perhaps  the  largest  of  these  “coin  books”;  the  illustrations  of 
coins  are  well  done  and  each  is  clearly  identified  and  valued.  The  colouring  is 
undoubtedly  contemporary.  The  first  edition  was  printed  in  1597  and  the  present 
second  edition  is  virtually  the  same.

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assembled  bv  a  special  Committee  of  the  Academy  of  Science,  the  new  type  was  to  be 
rendered  perfect  .  .  .  Each  separate  character  of  the  complete  alphabet  and  all 
accents,  ,in  roman  and  italic,  were  decorative!}'  engraved  by  Luc  Simonneau  on 
copper  plates  .  .  .  The  enterprise  was  conceived  as  an  expression  of  academic  respect 
for  the  typographic  arts."

"1  request  your 
acceptance  of  a  haunch  of  venison,"  begins  Chetwynd,  and  goes  on  to  ask  Barker  for 
a  suitable  appointment  "to  inspect  your  valuable  and  interesting  cabinet  of  provincial 
coins."  Sir  George  reports  that  he  has  just  returned  from  Leacomb  and  has  "been 
highly  gratified  in  seeing  Mr  Shepherd’s  collection  of  coins  which  is  exceedingly  fine 
and  comprises  many  brilliant  and  rare  specimens,  equalled  by  no  one  but  yourself." 
Sir  George  Chetwynd**  of  Grendon  Hall  was  a  member  of  a  distinguished  family 
and  is  numismatically  notable  for  his  magnificent  collection  of  English  trade  tokens 
which  were  published  in  a  sumptuous  catalogue  in  1834  (edited  by  William  Sharp, 
the  Coventry  historian).  The  collection  was  sold  at  auction  (by  Christie’s)  in  1872. 
George  Barker  (1776-1845)  was  a  Birmingham  solicitor  and  founded  the  Philoso¬ 
phical  Society  there.  He  was  (in  1839)  a  member  of  the  Royal  Society.

The  Penicuik  House 
letter  (5-10-1845)  refers  to  the  “ gold  and  silver  medal  intended  for  the  troops  and 
seamen  who  se/red  in  China ”,  the  design  of  which  Clerk  “approve) s)  greatly”.  He 
points  out  however,  that  “ there  is  so  great  a  pressure  on  the  Bank  for  silver  coin  that  I 
fear  the  moneyers  will  not  have  time  to  commence  striking  the  medals  for  some 
weeks”.  (Vide  Mayo  no.  168  -  pp.  255  et  seq.)  2.  The  8  Park  Street,  Westminster 
letter  (9-7-1846)  refers  to  the  “Proof  crown  pieces ”  submitted  for  Prince  Albert’s  ins¬ 
pection.  Albert  is  reported  to  have  admired  it  very  much  “and  has  no  fault  at  all  to 
find  with  it.”  Clerk  supposes,  therefore,  that  “under  these  circumstances  the 
necessary  steps  should  be  taken  for  submitting  this  new  Crown  piece  formally  to  Her 
Majesty  for  her  sanction.”  “1  thought”,  writes  Clerk,  “you  intended  to  have  the  words 
‘Decus  ac  Tutamen’  in  raised  letters  round  the  edge.”  (This,  of  course,  refers  to  the 
so-called  Gothic  crown:  E.S.C.  34 E) 

Sir  George  Clerk  was  Master  of  the  Mint  in  1845-6.  William  Wyon  was  Chief 
Engraver  at  the  Royal  Mint  from  1828,  having  been  second  engraver  J'rom  1816.

An  incredible  set,  the  first  we  have  ever  seen  preserved  in  its  original  printed 
wrappers.  The  titles  on  the  wrappers  are  expanded  versions  of  those  printed  in  the 
books  themselves  (the  additional  wording  in  brackets  above).  On  the  lower  wrapper  of 
each  is  set  out  the  ‘Conditions’  of  publication,  viz:  1 .  Each  number  will  contain  twelve 
coins,  with  the  reverses,  the  size  of  the  original.  2.  Every  tenth  number  will  be 
enriched  with  an  engraved  title  page.  3.  Each  engraving  will  faithfully  represent  the 
original  coin;  thereby  distinguishing  the  true  from  the  many  counterfeits  imposed 
upon  the  public.  4.  Each  number  will  be  published  every  ten  days,  from  the  above 
date,  till  completed,  which  will  be  in  forty  numbers,  making  four  volumes.  5.  At  the 
end  of  the  work,  a  complete  index  will  be  given,  with  an  elegant  frontispiece.  N.B. 
This  work  is  recommended  to  hair-workers,  jewellers,  etc.  from  the  many  curious  and 
useful  emblematical  figures  and  devices. 

Two  other  leaves  included  in  the  present  set  are  also  of  great  rarity.  These  are: 
1.  The  title  to  the  “Continuation”  in  Vol.  6  which  is  worded:  “Continuation  of  the 
Virtuoso’s  Companion,  and  Coin  Collector’s  Guide;  in  two  volumes,  containing  the 
remainder  facsimiles  of  the  most  curious  Provincial  and  other  coins,  issued  from  the 
years  1787  to  1797.

The  exceptionally  rare  Notice  in 
Volume  4  which  is  worded  “August  11,  1796.  In  consequence  of  the  great  number  of 
new  coins  that  have  made  their  appearance  during  the  publication  of  this  work,  the 
proprietor  has  been  solicited  to  add  as  an  appendix,  the  rest  of  the  Provincial  coins 
now  extant,  which  according  to  the  best  calculation,  will  extend  20  numbers  more. 
The  public  are  destined  to  observe,  the  proprietor  completes  his  engagement  with 
them  in  40  numbers,  giving  as  he  proposed,  480  fac  similes  of  Provincial  Coins,  with 
title  pages,  elegant  frontispiece  and  complete  index,  etc.”

A  very  fine  set.  Mixed  editions,  but  mainly  the  so-called  second  edition  of  one  of  the 
major  foundations  of  modern  scholarly  numismatics.  Joseph  Hilarius  Eckhel 
( 1 737-1 798)  has  been  justly  regarded  as  the  ‘father  of  ancient  numismatics”  and  his 
“ Doctrina  ”  as  the  major  exposition  of  his  principles.  “  With  him  began  a  new  era  in 
the  study  of  ancient  numismatics:  rigid  scientific  methods  entered  the  field  of 
research  supplementing  the  casual  approach  of  the  amateur.  For  the  first  time  in  its 
history  the  basic  elements  of  ancient  Greek  and  Roman  numismatics  -  metals, 
ponderal  systems,  organisation  of  mints,  significance  of  coin-types,  coins  in  their  rela 
tion  to  the  history  of  art  -  are  amply  discussed.  In  dealing  with  ancient  Greek 
numismatics  (in  the  first  few  volumes  of  his  work)  Eckhel  adopted  a  geographical 
arrangement  instead  of  the  alphabetical  grouping  generally  in  use  up  to  his  time  .  . . 
Modern  scholars  also  follow  Eckhel  in  other  respects:  many  of  his  findings  or  attribu¬ 
tions  have  never  been  questioned.  In  the  field  of  Roman  numismatics,  to  which  he 
devoted  the  last  four  volumes  of  his  Doctrina,  Eckhel  svstemised  an  immense  treasure 
house  of  information,  setting  up  a  scientific,  chronological  sequence  of  coin  issues  in  a 
basic  arrangement  which  has  not  essentially  altered  during  a  150  years  of 
numismatic  work”.

Two  related  manuscripts  on  thick  paper  in  a  renaissance  hand.  A  total  of  14  pp.,  of 
text  and  41  blank  leaves,  bound  in  contemporary  limp  vellum,  three  cloth  ties,  lower 
cover  stained  with  piece  removed  from  head,  title  in  ink  on  upper  cover.  An  exciting 
volume,  undoubtedly  excessively  rare  and  possibly  unique.  The  circumstances  sur¬ 
rounding  Harrington’s  monopoly  derive  in  part  from  the  state  of  the  English  coinage 
under  James  I  and  in  part  from  Harrington’s  own  affairs.  “Scarcity  of  small  change 
bred  private  substitutes  of  lead,  brass,  copper  or  even  of  \ paper  or  stuff.  In  London 
alone  authorised  tokens  for  farthings  were  reckoned  to  be  issued  by  3,000 
tradespeople  to  an  average  yearly  amount  of  £5  apiece.  James  I  was  familiar  with 
copper  coin  (in  Scotland),  yet  his  proclamation  of  19  May  1613  was  verbosely 
apologetic  for  introducing  them  in  the  South.’’  (vide  S.T.C.  8484).  “Whereas’’  (the 
proclamation  said),  “there  hath  been  in  times  past  some  toleration  in  this  Our  Realm 
of  Tokens  of  lead,  commonly  known  by  the  name  of farthing  tokens,  to  pass  between 
Vintners,  Tapsters,  Chandlers,  Bakers  and  other  the  like  Tradesmen  and  their 
customers”,  yet  because  those  private  tokens  were  not  limited  in  the  amount 
produced,  were  liable  to  be  counterfeited,  or  refused,  or  to  become  irredeemable  on 
the  death  or  removal  of  the  issuer,  and  because  they  constituted  “some  derogation 
from  our  Prerogative  Royal”,  the  King  superseded  them  by  an  authorised  issue  of  “a 
competent  quantity”  of  official  farthing  tokens,  to  circulate  in  England  and  Ireland, 
but  expressly  not  to  be  deemed  money  or  legal  coin;  none  were  obliged  to  accept  even 
a  single  one,  “otherwise  than  with  their  own  good  liking”.  .  .  .  The  new  farthings,  on 
which  the  Mint  were  in  no  way  consulted  and  in  which  they  had  no  part,  were  ordered 
to  be  made  “exactly  and  artificially  by  engines  and  instruments”;  they  were  stamped 
in  groups  on  machine-rolled  copper  sheet,  from  which  the  coins  were  then  cut  out  .  .  . 
Production  and  issue  were  granted  as  a  monopoly  on  19  May  16/3  to  Lord  Harr¬ 
ington  of  Exton,  Rutlandshire;  the  office  which  he  set  up  for  issues  gave  its  name  to 
Tokenhouse  Yard.  On  his  death  in  February  1614  the  business  was  transferred  to  his 
widow,  Lady  Anne,  who  put  the  actual  work  in  the  hands  of  two  agents,  Gerard 
Malvnes  and  Sir  William  Cockayne.  Subsequently  the  lease  passed  to  Henry 
Howard,  Lord  Maltravers,  having  passed  through  the  hands  of  the  Duke  of 
Richmond  and  the  Marquess  of  Hamilton.  (Craig,  The  Mint,  pp.  139-141).  Harr 
ington  was  granted  the  original  lease  of  the  monopoly  in  1613  following  substantial 
debts  he  had  incurred  during  his  guardianship  of  the  Princess  Elizabeth,  whose 
abduction  by  the  Gunpowder  Plot  conspirators  he  had  prevented  in  1605.  Elizabeth’s 
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extravagance  had  plunged  Harrington  £ 3,500  in  debt  and  it  was  partly  to  rescue 
himself  from  this  embarrassment  that  he  had  begged  the  present  royal  patent  for  the 
sole  privilege  of  coining  brass  farthings.  The  first  text  in  the  present  manuscript ,  the 
Pattern,  was  printed  in  1613  as  a  broadside  proclamation  (S/C  8484).  This  MS 
however  offers  interesting  variants  that  change  the  sense  in  several  places.  The  second 
text,  the  Covenant,  is  the  text  of  the  contract  between  Harrington  and  James  relevant 
to  the  patent.

Caution  was  evidently 
necessary;  the  Exchequer  for  the  first  time  in  a  recoinage  undertook  to  pay  full  value 
and  bear  the  cost  of  recoinage  if  holders  paid  in  the  money  by  that  date."

A  remarkable  manuscript  of  a  kind  that  is  exceptionally  rarely  offered  for  sale. 
Working  records  such  as  this  were  normally  retained  in  the  Mint  archives  and  are 
now  preserved  in  the  Public  Records  Office.  Although  we  have  no  knowledge  of  the 
circumstances  in  which  the  present  journal  was  removed  from  the  Mint,  we 
understand  that  similar  manuscripts  covering  this  period  are  preserved  in  the  Mint 
archives.  It  was,  in  any  case,  not  uncommon  for  documents  which  nowadays  would  be 
regarded  as  public  property  to  be  thought  of  formerly  as  simply  perks  of  office,  to  be 
retained  privately  by  officials  as  they  wished.  The  present  document  is  a  manuscript 
daybook  or  journal  written  in  ink.  It  gives  details  of  the  weight  and  fineness  of  each 
item  of  gold  and  silver  brought  to  the  Mint  for  coinage;  the  bullion  imported  and  the 
name  of  the  importer;  the  subsequent  disposal  of  each  item  to  the  melting  pot;  the 
deliveries  of  bullion  and  scissel  to  the  metier,  showing  the  weight  and  standard  of 
each  pot  and  the  amount  of  alloy  added;  deliveries  of  gold  and  silver  ingots  to  the 
moneyers;  receipts  of  gold  and  silver  coin  and  scissel  from  the  monevers;  the  value  of 
coins  extracted  for  the  trial  of  the  Pyx  and  for  assay;  and  the  clearance  of  importers' 
accounts  being  payment  to  them  of  new  coin  in  respect  of  their  importation  of  bullion. 
Separate  series  of  daybooks  or  Journals  were  kept  in  similar  form  for  or  by  the 
Warden,  the  Master,  the  Comptroller  and  the  King’s  Clerk,  whereby  each  of  these 
principal  officers  was  enabled  to  keep  a  check  on  the  others.  Of  particular  interest  in 
the  present  journal  are:  I .  The  naixes  of  the  importers:  Edward  Backwell,  Sir  Robert 
Vynar,  Lord  Ashley,  Thomas  Holder  (for  the  Royal  Company),  James  Hoare,  Sir 
William  Coventry  (?),  Margaret  Countess  of  Thanet  (?),  John  Maun,  Nathaniel 
Wren,  Joseph  Hornby,  the  Earl  of  Sunderland,  Thomas  Row,  Sir  William  Hooker, 
James  Brasford,  John  Clotterbucke,  John  Portman  &c.  2.  The  erratic  activity  at  the 
Mint  is  reflected  in  the  dates  of  entries  in  the  present  MS.  Half  (31  pp.)  is  devoted  to 
the  period  June  to  September  I667.  3.  There  are  no  entries  for  the  period  1 8th  August 
1666  to  12th  October  1666  exclusive.  (This,  of  course,  covers  the  period  of  the  Great 
Fire  in  early  September  when  it  may  be  supposed  that  many  of  the  Mint  employees 
were  on  compassionate  leave.)  4.  There  are  no  entries  between  1 1  April  1665  and  23 
June  1666  exclusive  and  it  is  probable  that  the  Davbook  is  incomplete  for  this  period.

The  records  of  the  silver  bullion 
transactions  from  September  5,  1682  to  February  28,  1683  extend  to  54  pp.  The  gold 
records  are  written  from  the  back  on  six  pages  and  cover  the  period  October  20,  1681 
to  December  2,  1681 .  The  information  recorded  here  is  exactly  similar  to  that  in  the

“According  to  yer.  Lordpps.  Command  signifved  by  Mr.  Secretary  Guy  Wee  have 
examined  Mr.  Benjamin  Symons  bill  of  charges,  for  engraveing  ye  Privy  Seale,  and  v. 
silver  for  the  same,  as  also  the  case  there  in  mentioned.  As  to  the  silver  and  the  case 
we  conceive  the  Prices  are  Reasonable,  But  for  the  Engraveing  the  Privy  Seale,  Wee 
find  that  Twenty  Pounds  and  not  more  was  formerly  allowed,  when  Thomas  Symond 
did  the  same  service,  in  the  veare  1660.  All  wch.  Wee  humbly  Certify  to  vor  Lordpp. 
Dated  at  the  Mint  ye  6th  of  October  1686”.  Thomas  Symond  was,  of  course,  the 
great  medallist  and  seal  engraver  Thomas  Simon  ( 16237-1665)  who  had  had  a  never 
ending  series  of  problems  over  fees  for  engraving  the  Great  Seal.  These  were  never 
totally  realised  and  we  find  his  widow  petitioning  Charles  II  about  1669  for  arrears 
of  payment.

This  proclamation  was  intended  to  give  a  temporary  legitimacy  to 
Dutch  and  other  foreign  coins  inevitably  brought  into  the  country  by  William  of 
Orange's  troops  and  which  had  presumably  been  causing  some  confusion  in  some 
local  areas.  A  reprieve  was  given  for  one  week  in  London  (and  within  ten  miles 
thereof)  and  three  weeks  in  the  district  south  of  the  River  Trent.

I  his  Indenture  made  the  seventh  day  of  February  in  the 
twenty  second  year  of  the  reign  of  Our  Sovereign  Lord  George  the  Second  by  the 
Grace  of  God  of  Great  Britain  France  and  Ireland  King  Defender  of  the  Faith  and  so 
forth  and  in  the  year  of  Our  Lord  One  thousand  seven  hundred  and  forty  eight  - 
Between  our  said  Sovereign  Lord  the  Kings  Most  Excellent  Majesty  of  the  one  part 
and  William  Chetwynd  Esquire  of  the  other  part.  Manuscript  on  paper,  77  pp..  ruled 
in  red  ink  throughout,  original  maroon  morocco  with  a  wide  gilt  border  on  sides,  gilt 
edges,  neatly  rebacked,  spine  gilt,  the  original  clasps  preserved. 

An  important  document  in  the  history  of  the  Mint,  from  the  library  of  the  19th 
century  Mint  assaver  Henry  Binglev.  “The  master’s  indenture,  expanded  now  into  a 
rule  book  of  the  duties  of  the  several  officers,  ceased  to  be  renewed  on  change  of 
master  or  monarch,  though  it  was  still  worded  as  a  personal  contract  .  .  .  (From 
/  732)  until  1815,  the  indenture  was  renewed  by  two  alone  of  the  many  masters  that 
succeeded;  Lord  Chetwynd  on  7  February  1748  and  Lord  Cadogan  on  8  November 
1770”.  (Craig,  The  Mint,  1953,  pp.  224-225).  Eighteenth  century  Masters’ 
indentures  are  valuable  evidences  for  clarifying  both  the  duties  and  rights  of  the 
Masters  and  particularly  the  delicate  relationship  between  the  Master  and  the  Mint 
workers.  William  Richard  Chetwynd  M.P.  (16857-1770),  later  3rd  Viscount 
Chetwynd.  was  Master  from  1745  to  1769.  Early  in  his  career  he  was  British  envoy 
to  Genoa  (1708-12)  and  subsequently  M.P.  for  Stafford  and,  for  a  short  time, 
Plymouth.  It  is  interesting  to  notice  that  the  date  of  his  Indenture  was  not  until  three 
years  after  his  actual  appointment.  (John  Conduitt  (Master  1727-1737)  had  waited 
for  more  than  five  years  for  his  indenture). 

The  present  is  the  Jirst  occasion  in  recent  years  that  such  a  document  as  this  has

F.D."  and  for 
the  reverse  the  image  of  Saint  George  sitting  on  horseback  .  .  .  ;  we  do  hereby  ordain, 
declare,  and  command  that  the  said  pieces  of  silver  money  shall  ...  be  current  and 
lawful  money  of  our  said  Kingdom."

A  remarkably  fine  copy  of  the  first  edition  of  this  numismatic  classic  from  the  17  th 
century  Bibliotheca  Corvortina.  The  “Illustrium  Imagines  ”  is  generally  regarded  as 
the  first  printed  book  substantially  illustrating  ancient  coins  and  medals.  A  fuller  and 
more  explanatory  title  is  given  on  the  colophon  leaf,  viz:  “Imperatorum  et  illustrium 
vivorum  ae  mulierum  vultus  ex  antiquis  numismatibus  expressi".  The  title-border  is  in 
the  form  of  a  tablet  or  tomb  (Barberi,  Frontespizio,  vol.  I,  p.  127,  vol.  II,  plate  89). 
The  same  border  design  was  cut  on  several  blocks  for  use  in  the  text  where  the 
portrait  identifications  run  over  to  a  second  page.  204  medallion  portraits,  32  mm  to 
58  mm  in  diameter.  Each  portrait  is  set  in  the  space  in  the  upper  part  of  a  border 
block  which  contains  the  text  set  in  a  second  space  below.  The  borders  are  designed 
to  resemble  antique  monuments  with  the  text  in  the  position  of  a  cawed  inscription. 
The  portraits,  white  on  black,  are  taken  from  coins  and  medals  in  Mazzocchi' s  own 
collection,  and  the  cuts  are  ascribed  to  Ugo  da  Carpi.  Servolini  (Ugo  da  Carpi,  p. 
202)  cites  the  attribution  but  resewes  judgement  on  it  pending  further  investigation. 
The  conception  of  these  portraits  as  white  on  black  hampers  comparison  with  the 
more  conventional  cutting  in  Ugo’s  signed  blocks.  They  are  certainly  the  result  of  a 
master  at  work.

Of  exceptional  rarity  but  not  unique,  this  being  the  third  copy  offered  for  sale 
during  the  past  two  years.  (Vide,  John  Drury  catalogue  32,  item  332).  The  present 
copy  was  in  the  library  of  Arthur  Waters  and  has  both  his  bookplate  and  signature  on 
the  front  endpapers.  The  extensive  annotations  on  the  interleaves  are  very  much 
earlier,  however,  and  almost  certainly  contemporary  with  the  book  itself.  They  consist 
largely  of  additions  to  the  list  of  tokens  made  presumably  by  the  original  anonymous 
owner.  The  notes  also  include  expansions  of  the  descriptions  given  by  Hammond 
together  with  occasional  prices,  presumably  prices  paid  for  examples  in  the  writer’s 
cabinet.  At  the  end  is  a  MS  index  to  Eye  (4  pp.)  together  with  a  MS  list  of  “Pieces  not 
contained  in  Conder’s  work  published  1798 ”  (3  pp.)  in  a  later  1 9th  century  hand. 
Hammond's  list  is  important  because  it  is  a  very  early  attempt  at  a  catalogue  of  con 
temporary  tradesmen’s  tokens;  earlier  than  Birchall  (1796),  Denton  c£  Prattent 
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( l  795-1 797),  Pye  ( 1  795)  and  Conder  (1798).  (It  is  interesting  to  notice  that  Denton 
himself  was  involved  in  distributing  Hammond's  list.)  Those  of  Williams  and  Spence 
probably  just  predate  Hammond,  however.  R.  C.  Bell  (Commercial  Coins, 
1787-1804:  1963.  p.  10)  observes  that  "the  first  catalogue  of  tokens  was  apparently 
published  by  an  individual  called  Hammond  in  1794,  but  few  or  no  copies  appear  to 
exist  today".

John  Rennie,  F  .R.S.,  then  the  engineer  of  the  Boulton  and  Watt  firm,  was  engaged 
m  179/  to  examine  the  machinery  of  the  Mint.  This  he  did,  and  reported  in  trenchant 
terms  in  July  of  that  year.  In  his  report  he  came  out  strongly  in  favour  of  a  rapid  eon 
version  to  steam  power  for  the  Mint  operations.  These  proposals  were  considered  bv 
the  Committee  and  eventually  were  given  its  support.  The  present  letter  is  a  sig¬ 
nificant  document  in  this  protracted  metamorphosis.  In  it  the  Committee  asks  Rennie 
to  go  back  to  the  Mint  and  re-examine  its  machinery  and  once  again  to  make  recom¬ 
mendations  as  to  replacements  with  modern  equipment.  He  is  asked  in  addition  to 
submit  a  cost  analysis  of  the  proposed  changes.

The  proclamation  declared  that, 
II  hereas  it  hath  been  represented  that  some  designing  and  evil  disposed  person  or 
persons  unknown  has  or  have  for  some  time  past  been  in  the  habit  of  illegally  clipp¬ 
ing,  impairing,  diminishing  and  lightening  the  current  silver  coin  of  the  said  island 
with  intent  to  make  the  coin  so  clipped,  impaired,  diminished  and  lightened  pass  as 
and  for  the  current  silver  coin  of  the  said  islands  ...  “/  do  therefore  .  .  .  caution  all 
persons  whatsoever  within  the  said  Virgin  Islands  against  tendering  uttering  or 
putting  off  any  eoin  so  illegally  dipped  (etc.)  .  .  .  and  I  do  at  the  same  time  declare 
and  make  known  that  no  Danish  eoin  whatsoever  is  or  has  been  legally  current  within 
these  islands.  “/  do  also  .  .  .  offer  a  reward  of  fifty  pounds  ...  to  any  person  or 
persons  who  shall  discover  and  give  such  information  as  shad  lead  to  the  conviction  of 
the  person  .  .  .  Tortola  was  one  of  the  Jive  British  island  presidencies  in  the  colony  of 
the  Leeward  Islands.  The  history  of  its  coinage  is  a  patchwork  affected  by  a  fluctuat¬ 
ing  foreign  and  British  influence  (vide;  Chalmers,  A  History  of  Currency  in  the 
British  Colonies,  pp.  60-81).  The  present  proclamation  is  countersigned,  “ Marshals 
Office  Tortola,  2nd  June  1843.  Proclaimed  this  day  -  John  Marlin.  Pro  Marshal.”

A  remarkable  volume  from  the  library  of  the  19th  century  collector  Robert  Day 
junior,  F.S.A.,  M.R.I.A.,  with  his  booklabel  on  front  pastedown  and  his  arms  in  gilt 
on  the  covers.  A  note  in  Day’s  hand  in  ink  on  an  inserted  leaf  records  that  in  March 
1878  he  had  “this  printed  catalogue  of  Major  Laurence  Whalley’ s  war  decorations 
bound  and  interleaved  for  the  purpose  of  presen'ing  a  record  of  the  medals  in  my  own 
collection  and  of  noteing  (sic)  remarkable  or  interesting  medals  which  may  be  in  the 
cabinets  of  my  brother  collectors”.  (A  further  note  in  Major  Whallev’s  hand  records 
the  presentation  of  this  volume  to  Day.)  Day’s  notes  on  the  interleaves  are  remarkable 
and  include  details  of  medals  which  are  now  of  considerable  rarity  or  value,  including 
the  St.  Vincent’s  Black  Corps  medal  of  1795.  Three  of  the  medals  are  photographed, 
some  others  are  sketched  in  ink;  all  are  carefully  described  and  many  have  notes  of 
provenance.
